TEMPORARY LEVEES TO BE 
RAISED TWO FEET. 


WASS MEETINGS ARE HELD. 


A Suggestion to Cut a Levee Across the 
River Was Savagely 
Resented. 


The following changes in the rivers (in 
feet and tenths) have occurred: 
Risen—Keokuk, 0.3; St. Louis, 0:1; New 
Orleans, 0.1. 

Fallen—Parkersburg, 1.8; Cincinnati, 1.3; 
Cairo, 0.7; Helena, Ark., 0.1; Omaha, 1.9; 
St. Paul, 0.6; La Crosse, 0.2; Davenport, 0.1. 
They are above the danger line and ris- 
ing at Keokuk, 1.3; New Orleans, 2.9. 
Above the danger line and falling at 
Cairo, 7.6; Kansas City, 1.1; La Crosse, 2.0; 
Dubuque, 2.0; Keokuk, 1.3. Stationary— 
Memphis, 2.6; Vicksburg, 10.9. 

The river at St. Louis will rise slowly and 
will again pass the 27 foot mark on Wednes- 
day. 

The Upper Mississippi will continue to 
rise slowly from Burlington south, and will 
probably commence to fall from Daven- 
port to Keokuk by Wednesday. The water 
will probably touch the danger line of 18 
feet at Warsaw, Monday night. 

The Missouri will continue to rise slowly. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 19.—The city 
has caught the fever of excitement, and 
though the authorities insist that the line is 
well protected and no danger exists, the 


citizens held several mass meetings and 
urged action, pledging all the money needed. 
This has induced the board to build the 
temporary levees two feet higher, after 
having already provided for a temporary 
ries of two feet. A large force of men are 
already at work night and day on the up- 
per levees, and by night this extra caution 
will be completed. Work will then be begun 
on the commercial section and two feet 
of sand bags added there by Tuesday night. 


The Carrollton levee, about which most of 


the agitation is in progress, stands at the 
head of the finest residence avenue in the 
city, and as a spectator stands at the top 
he looks upon the roofs of mansions; while 
almost wetting his feet in the mighty river 
seeming eager to break its bonds. One 
glance at the picture is sufficient to ac- 


count for the anxiety which has led to 
mueh bitter attack upon the really good 
work the Levee Board has accomplished. 
At one of the meetings a citizen sug- 
gested the cutting of a levee in the opposite 
bank of the river in order to save the city. 
Some of the people from over the river 
were present and quietly replied that any 
such attempt would mean the perforation 
of the cutting commission. 

A groundless fear that New Orleans would 
attempt such measures has been abroad in 
adjoining sections for several days and at 
the monster Bonnet Carre embankment the 
rumor has caused the camping of an armed 
company of volunteers on the levee each 
night. Last night three negroes in a skiff 
were caught stealing along in the shadow 
of the levee and a fusillade was prompt. The 
boat aswiftly darted toward the opposite 
bank, but not before one of the oarsmen 
was wounded. 

Although a number of weak places con- 
tinue to develop, the line below Baton 
Rouge continues firm, and there is no ces- 
sation of work. Yesterday’s fine weather 
and the absence of the delayed flood kept 
the gauge stationary below 19 feet. The 
prediction of 20 feet will probably be veri- 
fied. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., April 19.—The 
river is stationary here at noon with a 
Slight fall expected by midnight. The wa- 
ter rose three-tenths of an inch since last 
Saturday night. The situation remains un- 
changed. Trains are still delayed, the 
most serious stoppage being on the Bur- 
lington system, between Leavenworth and 
Atchison, its trains being from three to 
six hours late. Farmers think the dike at 


their lands being inundated, and there is 
some talk of destroying it. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 13.—Although 
a strong southern wind yesterday drove the 


water in the Missouri over the swamp 


banks, the river has practically remained 
Stationary since Saturday night, and will 
remain so, according to Weather Observer 
Connors’ prediction, for another twenty- 
four hours. The gauge this morning read 
22.1, which is but a slight rise over Sat- 
urday’s mark. Because of the rise noted 
in Harlem more or less farming property 
has been inundated, but the damage will 
not be great. It is now predicted that ehe 
river will begin to fall by Tuesday. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 19.—The Missouri 
River ts falling slowly at this point, but the 
Situation is still serious. The water has 
eaten away several hundred feet of rip- 
rapping across the river from this city and 
is now making great inroads into the soil.

THE OUTCOME OF IT. 


Relation of the Powers to.the Fighters 


Discussed by Mr. Kasson. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—‘‘What the im- 


mediate future holds for Europe I do not 
pretend to be able to see,”’ said Jo&n A. Kas- 
son, formerly United Sttaes Minister at Vi- 
enna. Mr. Kasson has made a special study 
of the Eastern question, and is, perhaps, 4 
best authority in this country upon the 
peculiar complications which exist in South- 


eastern Europe. 


“T knew Muravieff, the new Russian Min- 


ister of Foreign Affairs, at Vienna,” said Mr. 
Kasson. ‘“‘He was Secretary of the Embas- 
sy. He cared little or nothing for soci- 
ety. He attended to his business first, last 
and.all the time, as is the Russian way. 
They are, you know, among the most pa- 
triotic people in the world. He seemed to be 
thoughtful and studious. At times he was 
even moody. If I had then supposed he was 
in my time to be the Foreign Secretary of 
ce mire I should have studied him more 
closely. 


“Till we know what the Czar is trying to 
do, we shall be forced to guess at the 
future. But one thing is certain among 
many things that are uncertain, Russia 
will never consent to the acquisition of 
any part of European Turkey by a strong 
power, unless it is upon a compromise 
which gives her Constantinople. Russia 
appears even to oppose Grecian acquisition, 
apparently in fear that it will be harder 
to wrest the territory which she seeks for 
herself from Greece than from its present 
indefinite control. Unless the powers inter- 
fere in behalf of Greece, the outlook is that 
the stronger nation, having the greater 
army and the better equipped troops, will 
get the better of Greece. All Greece Is 
now full of reckless spirit, which takes no 
account of the relative forces or probable 
disaster. 

“If the war goes on and Turkey is let 
alone by the powers, the Turks will. un- 
doubtedly invade Greece and inflict heavy 
punishment. What effect will this have 
upon public opinion in those States of 
Europe whose governments are amenable 
to public opinion? If the Turks indulge in 
any atrocities. or if they seriously threaten 
to mutilate Greece, the powers will un- 
doubtedly interfere, part of them willingly 
and part of them under the pressure of 
public opinion in their countries. 

“TInless the Powers have agreed upon the 


redistribution of Turkish territory in Eu- 


rope, there is little probability of their do- 
ing much more by their action than on the 
one hand preventing Greece acquiring the 
territory she desires, and in the other pre- 
venting the destruction of Greece herself. 
“This European concert is a diplomatic 
creation of this century, resting only on 


modern precedents and tradition. The ear- 
liest and most striking instance of its 


operation was the Congress of Vienna, in 


1815, when they divided up Europe accord- 
ing to their pleasure. Napoleon III. broke 


in upon the serenity of the concert and 
afterward undertook, in part, to restore it. 
Its action in any given case it is impossible 


to foresee, as it is governed by no principle 
and recognizes no law except that of self 
interest and expediency. This was fully 


shown in the Congress of Berlin in 1878. It 


seems impossible at the present time that 
this concert can be re-established in respect 
to Greece beyond the limits which I have 


already stated. 


“The island of Crete was an early con- 
quest of the Turks in their aggressive wars 
upon Europe, but has continued by_@ saree 


majority of its inhabitants to be Greek

of the modern emancipation of their race, 


south of the Danube, from the yoke of the 
Turk, they have become more and more 
restless.

“The whole question involves that of the 
deliverance of Southwestern Europe from 
the Mosiem yoke. In Roumelia, Macedonia 
and other small states in this section of 
Europe there are many Greeks. The policy 
of Greece is to stir them into insurrection 
against the Turks. Here is one of the great 
elements of the danger in the situation, 
That whole region is highly inflammable. 
There may be uprisings among the Chris- 
tian mountaineers in all parts of European 
Turkey. The Powers will have a great task 
on their hands if insurrection breaks out in 
these Grecian communities. All the Greeks 
of this region have in them more or less of 
the traits of the old Greek democracy of

wire transmission, the State Department 
officials have succeeded in translating the 
cipher cable dispatch received by Secretary 


Sherman last night from United States 
Minister Terrell at Constantinople. The re- 
sult was the following official statement: 
The Department of State has received a 
dispatch from the United States Minister to 
Turkey concerning the rupture of relations 
between thag country and Greece and the 
Turkish declaration of war. 

Mr. Terrell stated that the Minister 
from Greece has been informed that he 
must leave before next Wednesday. He 
is not permitted to communicate by_tele- 
graph with the Greek Government. There 
are perhaps 40,000 men subjects of Greece 
in Turkey. All subjects of Greece are reé- 
quired to leave Constantinople within fif- 
teen days. The note of the Porte to the 
soreign powers disclaim any desire for terri- 
torial acquisition. The Greek Minister in- 
forms Mr. Terre]] that the Greek Govern- 
ment requires all subjects of Greece of 
wr ty? age reserved for military duty.

AS VIEWED AT LONDON. 


Greece Emphasized Her Point of Mak- 


ing Turkey the. Aggressor. 


NEW YORK, April 19.—A dispatch to the 
Tribune from London says: 
The sudden change in the situation in the 


East has come when the Foreign Office is 
without its chief and under secretary, and 
when every political leader of eminence is 
away from London. A Turkish declaration 
of war would. have caused no surprise a 
week ago when the Greek irregulars 
crossed the frontier, but when day after 
day passed and the Sultan seemed to lack 
courage and hesitated to give the signal for 
which Edhem Pasha was waiting, the opin- 
ion was generally entertained that the con- 
cert has proved useful for once and that 
the powers were preventing an outbreak of 
war. This opinion, which was expressed in 
nearly every daily and weekly journal, was 
shattered after midnight by the news from 
Constantinople that a state of war had been 
declared and that the Turkish army was 
advancing toward Larissa. 

Easter being one of the quiet Sundays of 
the year and the West End being empty 
and the principal clubs deserted; the out- 
break of war has notfcaused any excite- 
ment here. The Foreign Office staff ad- 
mit that the action of Turkey is decisive and 
that serious fighting on the frontier has 
already begun. What is now evident to ev- 
ery one is that the concert, instead of tri- 
eae and vindicating its utility, as was 
supposed, twenty-four hours ago, has ut- 
terly failed. to prevent an outbreak of hos- 
tilities, and is now in danger of breaking 
down altogether.

WARRANTS ISSUED FOR MBS. 


KASSING AND O’BRIEN. 


THEY ARE BREAKING DOWN. 


Ella English’s Story of How Mrs. 
Kassing Made Her Lie All Day 
by Her Baby’s Dead Body. 


Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill issued sep- 
arate warrants for murder in the first de- 
gree Monday against Midwife Cornelia Kas- 
sing of 219 Palm street and Christy O’Brien 
of 716 Russell avenue. They are charged 
with the killing of the infant of Ella English 
on or about March 3. Both defendants have 
been locked up since Saturday. O’Brien was 
the child’s father. 

The evidence going to show that the baby 
was actually murdered is entirely circum- 
stantial. The theory is based on the con- 
tradictory stories of the midwife and her 
alleged accomplice, who first déclared that 


the baby was born dead, but afterwards 
when thoroughly sweated admitted that it 
lived four days. Their assertion § that it 
died of cramps is not borne out by the pi 
they acted. Instead of reporting its birt 
and death Mrs. Kassing buried it in the 
back yard, then exhumed it and according 
to her own confession buried it without the 
knowledge or consent of the girl-mother. 

The theory entertained by the State is 
that O’Brien did not want the baby to live 
and persuaded Mrs. Kassing to help him 
get rid of it. After Mrs Kassing had made 
a partial confession to Mr. Mulvihill she 
pleaded with him to get her out of the 
trouble, as O’Brien had gotten her into it 
against her will. 

The facts about this gruesome deed came 
out in an unusual manner. After the girl's 
fether, Joseph English of 4957 Easton ave- 
nue, had found his daughter at the mid- 
w'ife’s in the early part of March, he deter- 
mined to prosecute her lover, Christy 
©’ Brien. he latter had tolled her away 
from home the June before and all this 
time the father had been searching for her. 

Accompanied by his brother, he went to 
the Four Courts and told hig story to Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mulvihill, asking him to 
prosecute. Mr. Mulvihill took the case up 
and on March 14 O’Brien was bound over 
to the Granc-jury by Judge Murphy for 
eeduction, ; 

A vici6éus assault was made on the girl's 
character, but it was not sustained. 

As she walked out of the court-room 
that day by the side of Mr. Mulvihill she 
turned and said to him: 

“Do you think you could get my baby 
for me?" 

“What baby?" asked the lawyer. 

The girl told him the story of the baby’s 
birth. It had died, she said, at Midwife 
Kassing’s, but they would not let her 
have the body. 

Mr. Mulvihill thought this strange. He 
began an investigation. He found no rec- 
ord of the baby’s birth or death at the 
Health Department and he so informed 
Dr. Starkloff. Dr. Starkloff brought in the 
police, with the result that O’Brien and 
Mrs. Kassing were arrested Saturday 
night. 

Sunday the whole case was gone over 
thoroughly by Mr. Mulvihill, and when he 
had finished he was convinced that murder 
had been done. 

But worse even than the murder, if mur- 
der it was, was the manner in which the 
poor sick mother was made to He with the 
corpse of her child on her feet. 

On the fourth day after its birth, she 
eavs, after she had nursed it at her bosom 
and kindled to a flame the dormant spark 
of mother’s love, Mrs. Kassing brought 
the child into the room where she lay sick 
upon the bed, and laid it down , 

Its little body sank into the feather tick 
so that the mother could not see its face. 
The midwife then approached her and told 
her that the child was dead. 

This was early in the morning and after 
the mother had recovered somewhat from 
the grief the midwife took the child up and 
placed it at the foot of the bed. The mother 
could feel its little body on her feet. 

“Oh, don't put it there,’’ she pleaded. 
“I'm so weak. I can’t stand ft.” 

Rut the midwife told her it would not 
herm her and went away. 

All that day the mother lay with the 
corpse of her baby on her feet. The horror 
of {t, she says, she can never forget. When 
she fell into a doze the baby’s dead face 
rose up before her to reproach her. She 
would awaken with a start and there it 
would still be at her feet. Until 9 o'clock 
that night they left it there, and then 
O Brien came. Then they took it away 
and she saw it no more. 

When Mrs. Kassing was first arrested she 
swore that the baby was born dead. The 
umbilical cord, she said, was around its 
neck and had choked it. Persistent ques- 
tioning finally broke her down, however, 
and she admitted that it lived four days, 
but that it then died of cramps. 

For a long time after this she persisted 
that she did not know what had become of 
the body: that O’Brien had taken it away, 
but eventually she admitted that she had 
buried it at night in the back yard and 
then, having exhumed it, burned it in the 
kitchen stove. 

She can give no explanation of why she 
did this. ‘ 

O’Brien started in by declaring that he 
had never seen the baby alive, but he also 
broke down and admitted that he had. He 
still declares, however, that he had noth- 
ing to do with the disposition of thé body.

SERMON BY DR. NICCOLLS. 


Such Interest Was Manifested That the 
Committee Decides to Con- 
tinue the Work.

Samuel J. Niccolls, pastor of the Second 
Presbyterian Church, brought to a@ con- 
clus‘on the first of the down-town services 
which are the outgrowth of the Moody 


meetings. 

Exposition Music Hall held over 2,000 per- 
sons Sunday evening when the choir of 
200 voices began one of those songs familiar 
toall. It then became a congregation! meet- 
ing and waves of melody were wafted from 
every part of the great building. It wasa 
revival service in every sense of the word, 
for hundreds were present who would not 
have been seen in church, and the interest 
shown by them as the familiar songs of 
childhood were heard was the same as that 
manifested when the Evangelist was here. 
The first part of the service was conducted 
entirely by the choir and the congregation, 


Dr. Niccolls merely announcing the hymns 
and before half an hour had passed there 
were many tear-stained faces in the hall. 
At 8:30 Dr. Niccolls offered a brief and 
fervent prayer, then announced this text 
from Matthew 11-28: 

“Come unto me, all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you and lear of me; for I 
am meek and lowly in heart; and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my yoke is 
easy and my burden is light.’’ 

His sermon was one we!] suited to the oc- 
casion. Though eloquent, his language was 
simple and there was not a phrase or word 
that any one could not understand. It 
rae with anecdotes, of which this is 
one: 

“I remember, a few years ago, I was 
called to see a young lawyer, who was 
fatally stricken with disease. I found him 
fully conscious, for his disease was of such 
a nature that it left his faculties fully 
awake. He-knew that death must come in 
a few days. I asked him if his heart was at 
rest, and he said, ‘Far from it. I am full of 
unrest, full of anixety with reference to 
the future.’ I told him that God was already 
to receive ithe repentant; but he said, ‘Oh, it 
would be too low and cowardly a thing to 
do, to turn to God now. I have lived without 

d; I have been ambitious about my pro- 
fession; he has come to me again and again, 
but I have resisted him. and it is too late 
how. It is too contemptible a thing on my 
part, when I can not do anything more for 
myself, to turn around and ask God to take 
me." I quoted the promises to him, and 
tried to comfort him by saying that God 
was not like men; that he had no old 
grudges against anybody, but no light 
seemed to come to the young man. 

At last I remembered that as I came 
into the room I heard that his mother was 
coming to see him. I said to him, ‘I hear 
that your mother is coming to see you.’ 
Yes,’ he answered. ‘my poor old mother is 
coming to see me die.’ I said to him: ‘Well 
suppose you had wronged that mother: 
Suppose you had treated her with indiffer- 
ence and had neglected her. Do you think 
it would be a mean or cowardly thing to do, 
as she enters the room, to say: *“‘Mother, I 
have wronged you in every way. I want 
you to forgive me?”’ ‘Why, no.’ he said, 
that is just what I ought to do.’ “Then 
don’t you know,” I said, “that God loves 
you better than your mother ever did?

NEIGHBORS SAY HE WANTED TO

HE SAYS THIS ISN'T TRUE. 


A Brother-in-Law of the Late John B. 
Clemens Attempts Suicide 
While Drunk. 


William Banks, half shot with liquor, 
shot himself in the thhead with a derringer 
and half killed himself at the home of his 
half-sister, 4147 Connecticut street, Sunday 
afternoon. Now Banks is half glad and 
half sorry he did not succeed in his half- 
hearted attempt to end his life. 

Sunday afternoon Banks called on his 
half sister, Mrs. Lucy Rozier, at her home 
on Connecticut street, as he had done 
innumerable times before. He talked with 
her on many topics, and the gossips say 
he asked her to marry him, and that be- 
cause she refused he shot himself. He 
Says that the story is all nonsense and 
absolutely without foundation, as he was 
brought up with her from boyhood and 
beret had any idea of that kind in his 
mind. 

When seen at Mrs. Rozier’s house he was 
able to sit up and talk about his affairs. 

“I was simply despondent and had had a 
drink or two; that was all,’’ said he. “It 
was one of those foolish notions which will 
take a man once in a while.’’ 

“Did you have any particular trouble on 
your mind?” ' 

“No. I was just feeling blue and despond- 
ent.’’ 

“How about the story that you had pro- 
posed to Mrs. Rozier and had been re- 
fused?’ 

“That is all nonsense. 
that most emphatically.

Banks said he was a brother-in-law of 
John B. Clemens of the Christy Fire Clay 
Works, who committed suicide at Hot 
Springs a short time ago. He has been 
working for the Christy company for some 
years. His wound, which is in the back of 
his head, is not serious.

LEAD OF A YANKEE BULLET. 


Col. Frank James Has Traces of It on 
His Teeth. 


Col. Frank James is wearing the roots of 
three of his lower front teeth in the pistol 
pocket of his “pants.” They commemorate 
a hot time in the old guerrilla’s life during 
the war. Theif tops were knocked off by a 


Yankee bullet during the famous Quantrell 
raid into Kentucky, in 1865. 

The Missourians had been getting it hot 
for several days. The Yankees were press- 
ing them closely. They were in a strange 
pt ah, but they were doing the best they 
could. 

One day, near Brandenburg, the Federals 
swooped down on the guerrillas and they 
had to make a dash for their horses. James 
was running and looking back to fire as he 
ran. As he turned once, a pistol bullet 
crashed into his open motth, knocked off 
the tops of his lower front teeth and lodged 
in his neck. 

Strangely enough it did not knock him 
down. e reached his horse and escaped 
with the rest of the band. 

The wound proved a bad one, especially 
as it-received no proper surgical attention. 
The bullet was never removed. It can still 
be located in the jaw by the pressure of a 
finger. 

After the war was over Col. James had 
false teeth made and fitted over the roots 
of the missing ones, and forgot all about the 
incident. Recently his gums began paming 
him badly and he again recalled it. 

He stood the pain for awhile, but Saturday 
he went to a dentist and had the old stumps 
removed. 

On the tops of them, ground into the 
ivory, are streaks of lead left there by that 
Yankee bullet, thirty-two years ago. 

The old guerrilla had them cleaned and put 
them in his pocketbook. Every now and 
again he takes them out and looks at them. 

“The lead from a Yankee bullet,”” he mur- 
murs, with a grin, and then he puts them 
out of sight.

Three weeks ago he returned to St. Louis 
and actively resumed his pastoral duties 
despite the objections of his relatives and 
friends. A week ago yesterday he preached 
& sermon that astonished even those who 
had been hearing his impressive words for 
more than a quarter of a century. The 
Same day he contracted a cold and on Mon- 
day last was forced to take to his bed. He 
continued to grow worse and Saturday sank 
into a comatose state from which he passed 
into death. At his bedside were his_ wife 
and his three married daughters, Mrs, Judge 
Selden P. Spencer, Mrs. H. K. Knight and 
Mrs, David R. Williams. 

Dr. Brookes will be buried at 2:30 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon from Washington and 
Compton Avenue Presbyterian Church. The 
edifice was closed Sunday on account of 
the pastor’s death. 

Rev. James H. Brookes was born_in 
Pulaski, Tenn., nearly 68 years ago.. His 
father was Rev. James H. Brookes, Sr., 
and his mother Judith Smith Lacy. His 
father died when he was 4 years old. This 
left the family in comparative poverty, as 
all the slaves were freed at the elder 
Brookes’ death. The young man attended 
the public schools as he grew up, and 
scraped and saved enough money [to get 
through Miami College, Ohio. During his 
senior years he studied theology at United 
Presbvterian Theological Seminary. A 
year ater he entered the Presbyterian 
Theological Seminary at Princeton, N. J.; 
thence he accepted a call to the First 
Presbyterian Church at Dayton, O. e 
served there three years, and in the latter 
part of 1858 came to St. Louis. His first 
charge was the Second Presbyterian Church. 
When the civil war broke out a colony 
left that congregation and went with Dr. 
Brookes to Sixteenth and Walnut streets, 
forming the Southern Presbyterian Church. 
During the 70’s the congregation moved to 
its present quarters. Dr. Brookes had 
served it continuously as pastor for thirty- 
seven vears. 

- Dr. Brookes is known all over the world 
as the author of “The Way Made Plain, 
a volume that has passed through hun- 
dreds of editions and has been translated 
into every civilized tongue. He is the 
author of sixteen other well-known vol- 
umes on biblical subjects and two hundred 
tracts. 

Within the last two years, despite his 
illness, he roduced four works, “The 
Cars. “2 m Come,” “God Spake. All 
These Words” and “He Is Not Here.”’ For 
twenty-three vears Dr. Brookes has ed- 
ited The Truth, a magazine published in 
Chicago and devoted to defending the i«e- 
errancy of the Scriptures. 

Dr. Brookes was known on both sides of 
the Atlantic as an evangelist or Bible 
teacher. He was a great favorite in Eng- 
land as a leader of Bible conferences, and 
was held in high esteem by theologians as 
a dDiblical authority.
